Whenever anything hecomes gen- 
eral and exists for a long time it is 
only fair to assume that there is some 
good reason for its existence. This 
matter of prejudice against the sorrel 
horse is certainly an exception to the 
rule, for there is certainly nothing 
either in the color or quality of the 
on horse which — condemn 

It can justly be said of the gray 

that his color gradually -fades 
out, so that at from seven to ten 
he becomes almost White, and exhibits 
to every one the unmistakable evi- 
dences of age, however bright and 
young he may look otherwise. Then, 
too, a team of grays mating perfectly 
this season may be unlike next 
season. Or take a bi horse; not 
more than one out of ten of this color 
but will sunburn and turn brown with 
the heat and sweat of Summer. The 
browns become less brown from the 
same cause, but in spite of all these 
faults any of the above are preferred 


ors. 
There is no color in the horse which 
is 80 insensible to heat as the sorrel. 
There is seldom any coat so silky or 
responds so quickly to good grooming 
as the sorrel. But more important 
still, there is seldom any horse with

mated and show the best of any teams 
in our cities, and cost the most money, 
too. 

Now in view of the above facts, why 
is the sorrel not a favorite among 
farmers? We think the only reason 
is that when the horse buyer comes 
along be wants you to knock off ten 
dollars on the price because your horse 
isa sorrel. Now it is the ten dollars
